Untested Plant Seed 
May Cause Crop Flop 


Alabama farmers can’t 
afford to gamble on plant- 
ing untested seed, 

According to a small 
grain seed drill box survey 
conducted in Alabama two 
years ago, about 40 per 
cent of the farmers sur- 
veyed were planting seed 
before having a germi- 
nation test made. 

In other words they were 
planting seed without even 
knowing whether or not the 
seed were capable of germ- 
inating. 

An Auburn University 
Extension Service special- 
ist also points out that the 
samples collected in the 
survey showed that some 

ffarmers were planting 
small grain seed with the 
germination potential of 
only five or six per cent,
